over Germany in 1945 Belgium's 
exiled king, Leopold the 
Third, 


has been trying to go home. 


One 
special 
election 
after 
f iothcr was called to 
determine 


e king's fate, but either he lost 


the contest or it was deadlocked. 


Belgium tried again last Sun- 


day, and the Leopold forces ob- 
tained a bare majority, according 
to the election returns 
tabulated 
Monday. 


Here is a country almost evenly 


divided about him — yet the king 
wants back on his throne. To say 
Leopold hasn't the pride you would 
S 


cpect of a king is 
putting 
it 
ildly. 
The record shows he is a skunk. 


When the Germans overran Bel- 
gium in World War II 
Leopold, 


instead of protecting the flank of 
the French and British 
troops, 


abruptly surrendered. He doomed 
France to certain 
defeat, 
and 


jammed the English hard against 
the sea at tragic Dunkirk. 


Leopold didn't even 
take 
the 


trouble to tell his Allies what he 
. was going to do. His story was that 
""-.franco and Britain couldn't win, 
anyway, they were letting Belgium 
be cut to pieces merely as a 
delaying action to gain^ time 
at 


home — so he let the enemy 
in 


without notice. 


But there is a code among men, 


that when you are entrusted with 
8 vital post in time of great dan- 
ger you either defend it, or, 
if 


that becomes impossible, you not- 
ify those who are counting on you 


v*Jto they can rearrange their lines. 


.:' Leopold did none of this. 
He 


quit on the job. He deserted just 
as flagrantly as though he 
had 


actually joined Hitler and 
fought 


for him. What he really did was 
find refuge in Switzerland — while 
the world and his own country- 
jtnen reviled him. 


Now he wants to return to 
the 


throne, knowing in advance 
that 


half his country detests him. 
,': Unhappy Belgium! 
'•'Only one explanation is possible: 


The anti-Communist tide is run- 
hing so strongly in Europe that 
Reactionaries believe Leopold 
is 


merely the lesser of two evils. 


I wouldn't accept that for 
the 


truth — and I don't believe the 
Belgians will, either.

Arouses Dixie, 
Truman Blamed 


Atlanta, June 6 —(UP)— 
The 


south frothed today with angry and 
eloquent denouncements of 
new 


Supreme court anti-s e g r e gation 
rulings which may have important 
bearings on current political cam- 
paigns in Dixie. 


Some defenders of "southern 


traditions" blamed President Tru- 
man for the decisions that Negro 
students should be 
admitted 
to 


state universities in Texas and O- 
ahoma and segregation ended in 
ailroad dining cars. 
The court's action was certain to 
:ive States' Rights 
advocates 
a 


alking point in their e f f o r t to 
mite the south and it could possi- 
ly cost the administration a val- 
iable supporter in congress. 
In North Carolina, Sen. F r a n k 
Iraham, who led the first state 
irimary on a pro - administration 
ilatform, will have to face Willis 
Smith, a corporation lawyer from 
Raleigh, in a runoff if Smith calls 
or it. 


Smith, who repeatedly attacked 
Jraham's liberal views during the 
ampaign, may regard the court's 
ulings as the a m m u n i tion he 
needs for another effort to unseat 
he senator. However, he has not 
et commented on the decisions of 
vhether they will influence his 
ilans. 


Georgia Gov. Herman Talmadge 


was quick to exploit the court de- 
cisions politically. 


"I know that my opposition is 


ubilant about these 
decisions," 


Talmadge said. 


However, former Gov. 
M. E. 


Thompson, the other major candi- 
date in the June 28 p r i m a r y , 
jromised, as Talmadge did, 
that 


'we will not have Negroes attend- 
ng white schools" if he is elected. 


Talmadge, whose late father Eu- 


gene Talmadge was elected gover- 
nor of Georgia on a white supre- 
macy ticket, said the court action 
runs "hand-in-g 1 o v e w i t h the 
FEPC, anti-segregation pre - civil 
rights crowd who seek to 
destroy 


everything we Mold dear."

James F. Byrnes, now seeking the 
South Carolina governorship;

The demonstration will be 
put on by Tom Fallen of Magno- 
lia, manufacturer of the tree plant- 
ing machine. All land owners in 
Hempstead county having unused 
acreage are'ruged to attend. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
is 


now planning to purchase a tree 
planter, the use of which will be 
made available to 
all 
persons 


planning to set out seedlings 
this 


fall. Foy Hammons has 
agreed 


to contract for the planting at a 
charge of $5 per acre. As seedl- 
ings cost $2.50 per acre, the total 
cost of seedlings in the 
ground 


would be $7.50 per acre. In order 
that plans may be completed on 
this planting program, it is neces- 
sary that persons arrange imme- 
diately for the purchase of their 
seedlings, as all such orders must 
be in by the 20th of this month. 
Order blanks may 
be 
obtained 


either at the Chamber of Com- 
merce or the Soil Conservation of- 
fice.

New York, — (/H— The other day 


a friend said to me: 


"There are no more heroes." 
He seemed sad about it. Think- 


ing it over later. I decided he was 
wrong. He just had run out of per- 
sonal heroes himself, and hadn't 
yet found a new one. 


But I am sure he will. For he- 


roes are as necessary to the de- 
velopment of the mind as food 
is 


to the growth of the body. Nations 
need them as much as individuals. 
And the quality of the nation is 
shown by the type of men it picks 
to hero worship. 


Every man's memory holds a 


catalog of personal heroes, some of 
which rather lose their luster 
as 


he grows from 
childhood 
into 


youth, maturity and old age. But 
this is all right, because you need 
different typos of heroes at 
differ- 


ent ages, and there is nothing 
wrong in changing them to s u i t 
your own needs. 


My first hero was a dog. He was 


named Dt-wey, after the i: a m cus 
admiral of the Spanish American 
war, 
and it rather 
went to his 


head. Devvey was a bulldog, and 
he had an idea that every day he 
had to fight the battle o£ Manila 
bay all over again, sinking all the 
neighborhood dogs he could find. 
But he had that one quality all he- 
roes must have: Courage. 


I was a lucky kid in my next 


hero — my father. He was big and 
strong and kind. He had his weak- 
nesses, but he never did a petiy 
thing, or sulked in his tent l i k e 
Achilles. He died a dozen 
years 


ago, and he is still the big hero of 
my lifetime. 


Others in my index of he roe 


were Buffalo Bill, Stonewall Jack 
son,Man-O-War, Jack D e m psey 
and Babe Ruth. They all belongec 
to that period of boyhood when 
you worship the cult of the chair 
pion — the prime man in his field 
no matter how specialized. Some 
how — just lucky, I guess — I es 
caped going overboard for Sir Gal 
ahad or Tom Mix, the Hopalon^ 
Cassidy of his time. Galahad, I al 
ways thought, was the 
stuffies 


knight of King Arthur's round 
table, and a terrible prig. Just 
schoolboy in tin armor. 


In college I ran short of heroes 


and the pick of the lot was prob 
ably H. L. Mencken — or perhap 
George Bernard Shaw. In t h o s 
cynical days your hero's 
main 


qualification was a high I. G. 


During the second 
world wa 


my idea of heroism changed i 
great deal — heroes didn't hav 
to stand alone upon a peak in his 
tory. Heroes, as 
the 
infantr; 


proved, could be anonymous aa 
multitudinous. 


And I think I grew up a ,grea 


deal when I realized that the mair 
work of the world is done by quie 
and earnest heroes, who live an 
die in obscurity. They don't know 
they are heroes, and there is n 
one to tell them what they are. 


But it is a joy to discover them 


to appreciate them, and to lear 
from them. They give you a fee 
ing of shame, but that isn't a ba 
feeling to get from a hero — th 
right kind ot hero. 


And they are all around you eve 


rywhere. Look ia your own neigh 
borhood. Can't you find one? He 
there — & yew have the heart t 
know a hero, when you gee

Ittee, the ACP provides assistance 
for a number 6f conservation pra- 
ctices which fit into the adjustment 
program. Since most if .not all 
the other cash crops to which far- 
mers can turn are not in abun- 
dant supply, Mr, Martlndale thinks 
it only "good sense" for a farmer 
to put some of this land Into grass 
and legumes or a cover and green 
manure crop. In the chairman's 
words, "Farmers and the nation 
cannot afford either to waste this 
land in the production of crops for 
which there Is no market or al- 
low it, to go ,to waste hi 
'Weeds 


and erosion." 'the cost of chang- 
ing over from a cash crop to pas- 
ture or medow is high and the re- 
turns are often slow in Coming in.
